Watson, 
a well- 


known and esteemed graduate nurse 
on special duty at the General hos- 
pital at the time, was the victim of 
a painful and possibly serious injary 
yesterday, but from which it is hop- 
ed she will suffer no disfigurement 
or disability. While engaged in heat- 
ing some grain alcohol in the • diet 
kitchen preparatory to bathing a pa- 
tient, the alcohol unexpectedly ex- 
ploded, dashing some of the hot and 
volatile liquid in Miss Watson's fnce. 
on her hands and in perilous proxi- 
mity to her eye*. She was alone in 
'the diet kitchen on the second floor 
when the alcohol explosion occurred, 
but her criea of pain soon brought 
assistance. 


An examination of her injuries wa» 


made by Dr. L- A. Robertson, who 
was at the hospital at the time, and 
he treated her injuries and mitigated 
her pain and discomfort as far as 
possible. Careful examination resulted 
in expression of the opinion that her 
eves escaped the hot liquid a-nd that 
her vision will not be impaired by 
her alarming experience, which came 
perilously near proving a far more 
serious accident than it -was. At last 
information from the nurse-patient 
she was as comfortable as could be 
expected after such an experience. 
Th« accident is rather an unusual 


one and is difficult to explain. Al- 
cohol is frequently -wanned for the 
HS«S for -which this was intended, but 
no likelihood of It* explosion was for 
a moment anticipated.
